BY LARGE RECEIPTS

_Government Report and Less Favorable Crop

New York, December 10.—Prices in

domestle wheat markets declined carly !

In the week, the caues belng chicfly the
Influences that governed durl g Lhe
preceding week.  Receipts of wheat In
the Northwest on both sldes of the bor-
dor continued heavy, belng far fi ex-
ceas of estimntes. Over the past two
or thres weeks practically every trader
has anticipated a material falling oitr
in the movement. It Is certalnly per-
plexing to find recelipts so lurge nna
- &tocks  accumulating,  when nearly
every one lmagined that furmers had
¥arted with a lorge percentage of thelr

Eurplue,  Advices from the Northwest
Indleate that spring  swheat farmers
have already shipped two-thirds of

their erop. Others estimats that they
only bave 25 per cent. of the crop on
hand.

Mipneapolls and Duluth bave already
Feceived 61,000,000 Lushels, witlle coun-
iry mills have ground 19,000,000 bush-
els, and Southwestern mills 1,000,000,
with' 26.000,000 bushels reserved for
seed. Country welevaters now have
14,000,000 bushels, making a total of
125,000,000, IL is thorefore assumed
that the crop in the three Lig Statcs,
Minnesota and (he Duakotas, must have
been larger than stated by the govern-
ment report, namely 12000000 bushels,
In viow of such a lorge movement [yo=
a small crop, it s naturally urgued
that the time must be close ut hand
when receipts will foll off sharply, It
should he borne In mind that an unusu-
ally large percentage of the crop was
inferior, some of !t good enough only
for goed. The downward tendency in
the market was checked partly by
somawhat encouraging oables, Eura-
pean markets being Influenced by con-
fileting but somewhat unsatlefactory
Teportg respecting the outlook In Ar-
gontina, whara the weather has been
unfavorable at times, especially in the
province of Santa Fe, where there woro
excessive reins. Hence cstimates as
to the orop In that country have been
reduced, some plecing the total at
200,000,600 bushels, agalnst 208,000,000
bushels previously. The strength in
Europe was also partly nseribed to the
extremely blg decrease In the Buropean
visible supply, 4.096,000 bushels, agalnst
2,400,000 bushols a year ago.

Reaction in Market Later,

Late in the wook wheat prices
reached a stlll lower plane, although
thera was n small recovery wfterwards,
Tecelpts In the Northwest contlnued
falrly Inrge, Instend of falling off, as
txpecied, Meanwhilo recelpts at win-
ter wheat points were small. The de-
eline was attrlbuted to Mquidntion by
discouruged longs and selllng by ag-
gresslve  beare. There seems to  ho
pracilenlly nothing (n the sltuation to
Juetify depression other than the so-

many occasions In former years had a
materlally larger visible supply, and
4L & time when stocks in privaie ele-
vatora were not Included, and also when
our population was appreclably smaller.

44.000,000 bushels a veur ago. Henoe

exporters may huave (o show inore in-
lerest In vur winter wheat, bul unfor-
tunately premmlums on practically ali
grades were sharply advanced late in
the week. Firmness toward the cluse
was partly created by the unfavorable
maoanthly report of the Department of
Agriculture, which placed the sesded
area at only 32,215,000 acres, or 2,000,000
less  than generally  anticipated, and
condilion ny 86.6, Instend of 9% or more,
s muny hud eounted on. Suel p con-
ditlon on this ‘area would Indleate a
possiblie crop of 428,434,000 bushels, or,
voundly, 30,000,000 bushels less than a
Year ago, and 36,000,000 Lushcls legs
than harvested two years ngo.

A report on conditlon In December is
almost worthless, because there |s de-
terforation between December and har-
vest time, the average yoarly Joss dur-
ing ten years being nbout 10 per cent.
It 18 reasonable to Buppose that winter
wheat formers will hold back thelr
emall rogerves until the advent of gen-
uine spring westher, when they may be
able to arrive at a definite oplnlon as
to the crop outlook.

% The Corn Merket's Week.

Much of the tlme the corn market
was qulet and narrow, with slow fluc-
tuations, nlthough as a rule thers was
a8 weaker tendency, which wae ascribed
chlefly to favorable wenther West. It
was belleved that farmers would muake
heavier deliveries to vounltry stations.
Indeed, the movement recently has
rhown enlargement, buy grading has
Leen decldedly unsatlsfactory, searceiy
a enr arriving at Chiengo bLelng it to
go Into the contract grade, the Lulk
being soft and damp.
